“Let there be an end to secret 
diplomacy!” was a cry that ran 
round the world when the World 
War ended. ‘‘Open covenants, 
openly arrived at,” affirmed the 
slogan heralding what was to be 
a new era of lasting- peace, as 
the Treaty of Versailles and the 
years immediately following, ex¬ 
posed the whole shabby tissue of 
Europe's pre-war diplomacy, with 
its secret "deals,” its secret 
commitments, its secret alliances. 
But though the world suffered 
catastrophic losses and underwent 
incalculable sufferings during that 
war, it seems, indeed, to have 
learned little. Events of the past 
week3 indicate Europe has re¬ 
turned to the old game of secret 
diplomacy it knows so well. Be¬ 
hind the very backs of British 
and French envoys, Russia nego¬ 
tiated her peace “deal” with Ger¬ 
many. In last week's crisis, as In 
1914* Italy remained mute and In¬ 
decisive. All over Europe, chancel¬ 
leries hummed with the busy 
chatter of diplomats, envoys and 
foreign ministers, as if war - or 
peace—were exclusively THEIR 
affair. From all the momentous 
decisions of the past week, the 
voice of Europe's man in the 
street was excluded, though his 
shoulders must bear the momen¬ 
tous burdens of war. Open cove¬ 
nants, openly arrived at with the 
knowledge and consent of all 
citizens may be hoped for, but as 
they do not exist. Old Europe 
learned her bitter lesson in the 
last war and promptly proceed¬ 
ed to forget it.

Eighteen companies have 
agreed to eliminate all billboard 
advertising in rural districts of 
Pennsylvania, the Associated 
Clubs of Pennsylvania for Road¬ 
side Development reports after a 
campaign of letters to billboard 
advertisers. The association’s 800,- 
000 women members are cam¬ 
paigning to restore roadsides to 
their natural beauty and states 
plans to eliminate billboards and 
roadside junkyards have been en¬ 
dorsed by the State Federation 
of Pennsylvania Women and the 
State Planning Board. A bill in¬ 
troduced in the California Legis¬ 
lature by Senator Ed Tickle of 
Carmel last spring to effect a 
similar improvement in California 
scenery was choked in committee 
by sign painters union represen¬ 
tatives and representatives of the 
billboard corporations.
